The News is of the opinion that all gasoline tax money 
collected in a county should be spent there. 
Our idea is 
that bonds might be voted and expended on perm anent high­ 
ways to the amount that can be taken care of by the gasoline 
tax, unless the annual receipts amount to enough to do a 
considerable amount of work every yeah*. 
We are inclined 
to fa v o r the bond proposition because experience has proved I 
that every time a road project is started in one part of a| 
county all other sections raise a row and then when the 
money is scattered around there is not enough to do any good 
anywhere. 
The bonds would enable all sections to be taken 
care of at one time. 
The idea of the fund being expended by the state high­ 
way commission does not appeal very strongly to us. Each 
county should have the right to designate its own roads. 
In 
the next place the past record of politician road builders of 
the commission is not very flattering. 
Some years ago Ponto­ 
toc and Seminole counties wanted to put a bridge across the 
Canadian river. 
The county commissioners favored a high 
w ater bridge but the highway departm ent had gone bug­ 
house on the low w ater type and refused to approve any­ 
thing else. Several thousand dollars were spent and the bridge 
went out with the first big rise.

McCurtain county does not commend the management of the 
state departm ent any too highly.

Cause Earthquakes 


(Br tfce Asteriated Presa) 
EUGENE, Ore. March 6.—There 
are several especially weak places in 
the crust of the earth, said Dr. 
W arren D. SrfUth, professor of the 
University of Oregon here, is a dis­ 
cussion of earthquakes. 
“One of these.*’ he explained, "is 
the Straits of Messina, between Bie­ 
nly and Italy, where in 1908 a very 
destructive earthquake took place. 
Another is the junction of the pa­ 
cific arc with the Indo-Malayan arc. 
This is in the region of Java and 
the Philippines. Borne exceedingly J 
devastating earthquakes have taken j 
place 
in 
those 
regions. 
Another j 
place is the Chilean coast and still 
another is along the San Andreas 
Rift in California. 
“ Perhaps the most unstable part i 
of the earth s crust today is in the I 
northwest part of the Pacific, bor-, 
dering the great Tuscarora Deep. A J 
broad belt of folded rocks includes; 
the entire archipelago of Japan, the I 
Philippines and New Guinea in the *' 
western Pacific, and this belt runs | 
right around the Pacific ocean. This j 
is the first major feature of the I 
Pacific.

Simple Method of Making Rag 
Mats 
Excellent doormats can be made at 
home from strips of rag or burlap. The 
8trips must all be of the same width anc 
twisted until they are about the thick­ 
ness of a finger. The strips are tacked, 
about 4 in. from one end, to a length ar 
wood, and are spaced % in. apart. The 
width of the mat depends on the num­ 
ber or strips used, which must be an even 
number.
